3. IDEN A was interviewed upon bis return 
to San Juan where he reported that he did not have 
any firm evidence that AMTIHUG would topple within 
the next few months but only that he intuitively believed 
that AMTHUG's downfall was imainent. Se based this 
oD reports that things were getting worse in PPRUMEN 
and that the people were ready to revolt. He also 
: based it on the fact that he row bas two action agents 
‘of the same caliber as AMLASH inside PBRUMEN who are 
H ready to do his bidding. 


4. YDEN A's ‘agents’ inside PRRUWEXN are probably 
IDEN C, who might cooperate with IDO°X B but not necessarily 
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with IDFN A. Further there is no firm evidence thaS 
IDEX C is against the present regine in PBERUMEN. IDEN D 
fs another possible contact. A,gain, other than sone 
unsupported allegations there is no independent 

firm evidence that IDEN D is anti-regine. 


5. IDFN A also claimed in Madrid that 
IDEN E had dent hin-a@ eessage and that be was considered 
a potential ally. He explained this in San Juan : 
by sayang that during a press conference his name 
had been mentioned and that IDEN E replied that he . 
cousidéred £DEK A to be his friend. IDEN A rationalized 
“that 1 IDEN E had not wanted to indicate in some way 
that he waa ‘with’ IDEN A he would have taken this 


opportunity to dblast hia. 


6. YX debriefed IDEN A on his Madrid trip and 
intentions generally before I introduced hia to 
AMEADCER/1. I had first asked rim if he would aind 
reporting to us via a trusted PSRUMEN exile now living 
in San Juan and, after I bad iseotified AMBADGER/1, he 
replied tbat he knew him and respected ard liked hin, 
Tne three of us had a meeting ard it vas agreed that 
IDEN A would keep AMBADGER/}) ccapletely informed of 
his plans and that AKEADGER/1i sould convey them to 
me in PBPRIME. IDEN A refused to reveal the : 
identities of his agents inside PBRUMZEN despite strong 
pressure. He also stated that IDEN F and IDEN G would. 
have to know about his arrangement with AMDADGER/1 
and witb KUBARK. IDEN F and ILEN G, together with 
IDEN A, are the triumvirate of the JURE.
